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The Chicago Democratic convention is now history—and 
unfortunately part of it is unhappy history. Are there lessons 
to he learned from this convention? A few things should be 
clear: 

1. Many of the criticisms of the convention system are 
justified. I am not in favor of tossing out conventions but 
improvements are needed. For example, a bill I have spon¬ 
sored in several sessions (which has always been defeated) 
calls for a candidate for delegate to a convention to indicate 
on the ballot whom he favors for the presidential nomina¬ 
tion. Most people in Illinois haven’t the foggiest notion which 
candidate for president they are supporting when they vote 
for a delegate. 

2. Booing and name-calling cannot be stopped by regula¬ 
tion but various delegation chairmen ought to discourage 
that type of childish display. 

3. Unfortunately because of threats—organized and un¬ 
organized—adequate security was essential at the conven¬ 
tion. If Mayor Daley had not provided security and 20 people 
had been killed and the convention halted, criticisms of him 
would be much more severe than they are now. 

4. The majority of police acted responsibly.and the major¬ 
ity of demonstrators acted responsibly. In all of the fuss and 
furor, I’m afraid most people have not learned that simple 
fact. A small minority of policemen and a small minority of 
demonstrators went too far. A few demonstrators threw 
human excrement at police and into one hotel lobby;, some 
demonstrators called the police every name imaginable— 
most unprintable; and in'addition to throwing rocks and 
bottles, in their enthusiasm for a humanitarian goal they

Fuller Exchange of Information By Police 
Essential to Thwart Fast-Moving Criminals 

The high-speed data transmission network 
which will become operative this spring for at 
least 87 Illinois municipalities, 20 counties and 
28 state police terminals is a step in the right 
direction. Other police departments and sheriff 
staffs would be wise to join the system, which 
will be linked to the National Crime Informa¬ 
tion Center of the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation. 

In view of the great mobility of criminals 
and suspects, there is obvious value in a "hot 
line" connecting the many law enforcement 
headquarters of a state or region. 

It will be equally important that police 
commit themselves to the concept of a relatively 
open exchange of information. 

Perhaps partly because much of their work 
deals with evaluation of derogatory and some¬ 
times false data about individuals, including 
people of good reputation, police traditionally 
have been hesitant to keep neighboring depart¬ 
ments informed of their suspicions and even 
solid information. 

Sporadic efforts to overcome this usually 
have failed. We recall that in the early 1960s, 
meetings were started to enlarge communications 
between enforcement agencies of the Illinois and 
Missouri metropolitan areas. But these bogged 
down sifter a short while, partly due to a re¬ 
versal of attitude by the St. Louis city depart¬ 
ment. 

With murders, kidnapping and other out¬ 
rageous crimes occurring frequently, citizens can 
be adequately protected only through dedicated, 
skilled investigative procedures and full coop¬ 
eration between officers in differing geographic 
locations. 

We urge all to resolve to make die new 
"Leads” (Law Enforcement Agencies Data Sys¬ 
tem) function to its maximum potential follow¬ 
ing completion of its computer data bank at the 
Illinois Department of Public Safety in February.

Total expenditures for new * 
construction in the United 
States will pass the $90 billion 
mark in 1969 for a 7.3% gain \ 
over 1968, and a record high. 

The total is expected to reach 
$90.6 billion, compared with 
$84.4 billion in 1968. 

While this forecast includes 
an average cost increase of 
4.3%, that factor will be some¬ 
what lower than the .5.6% cost 
gain between 1967 and 1968. 

The upswing in housing 
construction experienced in 
1968 should continue into 
1969, with a level of 1,650,- 
000 starts anticipated. That 
compares with 1,540,000 in 
1968, which is heartening in 
the wake of the 1,200,000 
low experienced in 1968. 

Housing demand remains 
close to a 2,000,000 annual 
level, and appears to be in¬ 
creasing due to strong popu¬ 
lation growth In the 20-to-35 
! and over-50 age groups. The 
ratio of apartment construc¬ 
tion to total starts jumped 
in 1968 from 36% to 41%, 
and should move up slightly 
to 42% in the coming year.
